A special agent visits a land district 
aud reports a « *a# e of fraud. 
Th is report 
h aving bren filed, th e general luml «ifl.’c.* no­ 
tifies th e local officers th a t a h earing will l>e 
grantinl th e settler. But th e » pwial agent 
must be present, ami th e h eat ¡ng« 'anuot take 
plu« *e until h e is reailv. In ninny m« « *» th e 
speciul agent pays no attention to th e o- 
pivst of th e » « ttler of th e local ottios.

In 186 3 President Lincoln sent a 
force under Gen. Henry H. Sibley to 
punish the Indians for their barbari­ 
ties in Minnesota and Dakota, and 
drive them back to the Rocky mount­ 
ain plains. Among the many inci­ 
dents of tbe Sibley expedition against 
the Sioux which are still afloat in 
Dakota, is tbe following. On the re­ 
turn the camps were usually made 
on tlie banks of a lake or river, and

A train containing an excursion p a rty from 
Arm agh, Ireland, ban l**en wrecked near th a t 
place. 
Over a hundred of the passengers 
were injured The e ll urwion p a rty left Arm agh 
in tw o train s. 
The accident occurred a t a 
point where the train s had to ascend a grade 
on a bank fifty feet high.

A car driver nam ed Hughes who visited 
the scene of the disaster wa* so horrified ut 
the sight th a t he died o n th e sp o t. Hi*corpse 
w a, taken to Arm agh in hi* own car.

other account of the disaster says th a t the 
engineer of the second t rain finding his en­ 
gine powerless to pull the train up the steep 
grade,

H eavy stones

result was th a t the detached curs liegati to

The fraud division of the general land o'- 
fice furnishes un instance of how settlers are 
wronged by the so -cal Ie I special agents of 
the inierior departm ent. 
In this division 
there ure cases laid uji which were iej»orted 
three a r f u r years ago. 
lf jifoof h asb een 
m ade the settler cannot get his paten): if Ii;* 
has applied tor film! proof his ieque.-t is de 
rued. 
A special Agent visits a land district 
aud re JKI it a a case of fraud. 
I’his report 
h av in g been filed, the general land office no­ 
tifies the local officers th a t a hearing will Is* 
granted the settler. 
B ut the special agent 
m ust be present, and t he heat itigcanuot take 
place until he is ready. Iii ninny ruse* the 
»j>ecial agent jmys no atte n tio n to the re- 
Iuv*t of the siltie r of the locul offices. 
The result is th a t thousands 
of claims 
are held in tile general land office m arked 
“ fraudulent,” and thousands o! r e ttleis are 
deprived of their rights. The claim ant or his 
attorney is n o t allowed to investigate the 
charge of tram !, o r to ascertain upon w hat 
ground his p a ten t is withheld. In thecourse 
of a few years the settler’s witnesses m ay die 
or move uwuy. and wheu a hearing is finally 
ordered he is n ot ready to m ake add itio n al 
proof. 
B ut the w orst lea tare is the delay. 
Unscrupulous agents have used their jxower 
in these cases to get money out of the loan­ 
ing companies. 
In m any cases whcie proof 
is m ade a m ortgage is given to a loaning 
com pany th a t be has found several fraudu­ 
lent proofs of claim s upon which it lins placed 
loans. 
The com pany jirefer* to settle with 
the uge^t instead of testing the case. though 
in m any instanc«>s the com panies let lh* 
m atter go to the general laud ofth-e and 
aw ait the hearing. 
Hornetiines a neighbor 
having a quarrel with a settler quietly n o ti­ 
fies the sjiecial agent th a t there was a fraud 
in the la tte r’* proof aud it is held for inves­ 
tigation. Col. Loan sherry, now in North 
D akota, is under instructions to investigate 
these cases re p o r^ ^ by form er agents aud 
beld in the fraud divisions. 
The people of 
the N orthw est will be jilensed to know th at 
he is doing good work in restoring to the 
settlers their rights und reporting for can­ 
cellation lands where actual fraud exists.

A telegram from the alleged seat of w a r a t 
Mille Lacs, Minn., says: 
The train bearing the troojw from F o rt 
Snelling arrived a t M ora a t 
4:30 
F riday 
m orning, June 14th, having m ade the run in 
three hours. M ora is tw enty-four miles from 
the reservation, on the shore of Mille Lacs 
lake. 
Mickelsen, an Ig n o ran t Norwegian, 
who b ro u g h t the first news from 
the lake 
was interviewed by C aptain Staunch, the 
com m anding officer, and told a much milder 
tale tfaau contained in the telegram to the 
governor signed by him. 
Mickelsen says 
th a t the telegram was w ritten by ll. P. 
Briggs, o«e ot the sq u a tters on the reserva' 
tion, and the m an who w rote the first 
alarm ing letter to the governor, telling of 
the threatened trouble over the digging of a 
canal from the luke across the reservation. 
Briggs g o t Mickelson to sign th* telegram 
because it would give the question more 
w eight with the governor to have the infor­ 
m ation coining from different sources. 
In­ 
stead of “six killed and w ounded,” Mickel- 
son adm its th a t b« heard of only oue limn 
being assailed by Hie Indians. 
A young Norwegian, 
Berg, 
living five 
miles further up the lake, eume 
to the 
Briggs ranch aud said the Indians had shot 
Ole M agnuson. his neighbor wounding him. 
The Indians fauve l*-en g athering oil the 
shores of the lakes near M agnuson for sev­ 
eral days [last. jirepuratory to holding their 
d u nee* und pow wows. 
They are plentifully 
Ktipjdied with whisky, aud in a projjer m ood 
to carry out ott-n pealed th re a ts to m urJer 
the whites. 
M agnuson was shot ut from 
am bush and fell a t the d o o ro f his shack with 
tw o bullet wounds in the head. The Judinas 
left him tor dead, and be crawled to the 
house 
of 
berg; 
half 
a 
mile 
dis­ 
ta n t, 
to 
give 
the 
alarm . 
Mickelson 
did 
not 
w ait 
for 
further 
p articu ­ 
lars, but starte d ut oro-e for M ora, where he 
arrived in tile afternoon. The officers were 
a trifle chagrined when they learned the 
flimsey foundation for the reports which had 
brought out tim e 
com panies 
of United 
Stat*** soldiers, arm ed and equijijted to (Ult 
down supposed Indian uprising, and tele­ 
graphed Gen. Huger a lull statem en t of the 
situ atio n . 
Three and a half hours were lost in waiting 
for order* from headquarter*. 
Then the or­ 
der cam* to send a detachm ent of twelve 
men to the reservation to ascertain the ex­ 
tent of the trouble, holding the large! body 
a t M ora i i i readiness to m arch, ( apt Hun- 
nay was detailed iii charge of the detach­ 
m ent. Tber# are between sixty and seventy 
sq u a tte rs on the reeervaton, 
according to 
the m ost reliable estim ates. 
Few 
of tho** 
have families so th a t the to ta l uum ber of 
white* m ay lie jdro-ed at ab o u t on** hundred. 
The settlem ent* are all on the shore* af the 
lake, where is th e only p a rt of the e n e rv a ­ 
tion available for agricultural purposes, the 
rest being jiiro-land. 
The first squatter* lie 
cates! there three vear* ago. when the gov- 
ertrent m ade the inst paym ent to the ( liip- 
pewas on the lands jiurchuw-d 
The Indians 
have watched the encroachm ents of the 
whit#* with 
jealous 
eye*. 
They 
claim 
title lo the land on which the squat ter* are 
settling by the treaty of 1855. renewed iii 
18<i4, which gives them O I.DCM) ucres to live 
on tis 
long us they ure u t 
J era ce with 
the white* 
Th* governm ent has 
never 
ojiened the land of settlem ent, and has never 
issued no patent*, and the squatter* havi 
gone ther* entirely on their own resjtonsi- 
bdity. 
They have been badly scared by the 
th rea ts of the Indians recently, and a few 
have fli*J the reserve, line latin!?, which 
moved there a week ago from Vtilaca, were 
ordered off by the Indians the next day 
after their arrival, uud they went.

£1,500,000. 
Tho scene around the court 
was Intensely dram atic. 
Inside every scat

Assum ing this to be so, w hat evidence w as 
th ere identifying Sullivan with the crime. 
He was u ot show n to be connected w ith th e 
ren tin g of the cottage, or the hiring of the 
horse and buggy. 
It was not show n th a t he 
knew O 'Sullivan or had m et any of the other 
prisoners. 
No act could be traced hom e to 
him. 
The theory th a t he w as killed to p re ­ 
vent the exposure of the secrets of the tri­ 
angle was unreasonable.

It wa- couched in language 
of ex trao rd in ary v.ruience anil hatred. 
B ut 
this very publicat on ut such a tim e tended 
to show that buiiivan had no know ledge of 
the conspiracy. 
It seem ed incredible th a t if 
he w br a p arty to it be w ould prom ulgate 
such a d ocum ent rig h t afte r the m urder. 
T he evidence pointed to Sullivan as a roan 
w ho desired revenge on C ronin.but It pointed

S o im partial m an could

vict Sullivan on this evidence.

A tter a sittin g oi nearly tw o weeks the grand 
jury has finished the task of investigating 
the hospital horror and was discharged. Toe 
rep o rt deals almo«t exclusively w ith the 
question of hospital m anagem ent in general 
and the alleged m u rd er of Combs in p ar­ 
ticular, and is as follows; 
We fully examined the 
institution as to 
whether the RUj>erinten»lent, J. E. Rowers, or 
anv other perseu or is'reons were accessories to 
the alleged crime of Beekman and Peterson, anti 
find no evidence tending to show that they were. 
For this reason no indictm ent has liecu retained 
•irainst the superintendent or other persons con­ 
nected with the man*acment of that institution. 
The Jaw upou the question, as we are advised, is 
contained in eection 26 of the Penal Code. winch 
reads as follows: “A person who, after tile coni- 
trdsxion of a felony, hartxirs, conceals or aids the 
offender with intent that he may avoid or es­ 
cape from arrest, trial or conviction or punish­ 
ment, having knowledge or reasonable ground 
to 
believe 
that 
such 
offender 
is 
liable 
to arrect., lia« 
been 
arrested, is 
indicted 
or convicted or has committed a felony, is 
an accessory to the felony." As we understand 
the law, to render a person accessory after the 
fact he m ust harbor, conceal or aid the felon. 
with intent that he may so e s c a p e punishment, 
and that this inrent is absolutely essential to 
constitute the crime. We were unable to find 
any evidence tending in the slightest degree to 
show that the su|>ertntendent or any one e se 
did or om itted anything in relation to the case 
in question with the intent to assist the accused 
to escape punishment. 
We do, however, find, 
ami the evidence on this point seems clear, that 
the superintendent and others connected with 
the management of the hospital ‘lid know or 
had reasonable cause to believe that the death of 
Taylor Coml>3 was caused by the ase of unjusti­ 
fiable force used upon him by the two attend­ 
ants, Beckman ami Peterson; that, knowing this 
fact, tho superintendent anil others connected 
with the hospital om itted for a period of nearly 
two m onths to report the same either to the law 
officers of the county or the board o ' trustees; 
that in our ju gment the superintendent and 
other officers are 


JUSTLY CENSURABLE 
for this omission, which was, in our opinion, a 
grave neglect of duty. While this is true, we 
are satisfied, and the evidence shows beyond 
reasonable controversy that the superintendent,' 
in om itting to report the case, acted upon a 
conscientious but mistaken sense ot duty and 
In accordance with what he believed tu b e for 
the best interests of the hospital and the public. 
The grand jury exonerate Coroner Mosse from 
anv intentional wrong in tile investigation of 
the cause of the death of Taylor Combs. In re­ 
gard to the alleged offense of Coroner Mosse in 
changing the record of his office in tile Taylor 
Combs case, we find th at the coroner Is not re­ 
quired to make a record of cases when he deems 
an inquest unnecessary, but to file his certificate 
with the clerk of the district court th at the 
death was accidental and iii his opinion no in­ 
quest was necessary, and that any note or record 
he might make in the case are in tile nature cf 
property which he bas tile right to change at 
his 
will. 
Wo 
sav 
this 
in 
justice 
to 
Coroner Mosse, since the report has cone 
abroad 
that 
be 
is 
guilty 
of 
a 
grave 
offense in changing the public record. In the 
investigation of this m atter we have made a 
I ie rsoii si visit to the hospital and have exam­ 
ined the records aud case liook of the in stitu­ 
tion. We are entirely satisfied with the general 
management of the liospitol and ndmire the 
methodical, bnsiness-like and thorough mauner 
in which the affairs of the institution are con­ 
ducted. 
We feel that great care is taken by the 
management to make the hospital pleasant and 
home-like for the patients aud to provide means 
for their comfort and health. While we find the 
general management all that could be desired, 
and the general care of 
patients bind and 
proper, yet there have been brongbt to our no­ 
tice many cases of brutal treatm ent to patients 
by attendants. We also find from the evidence 
presented to tis that while the officers in charge 
have no knowledge of such treatm ent, and that 
attendants in many cases conspire together in 
order to keep this cruel treatm ent from coming 
to the notice of sucn officers, vet we are con­ 
vinced that the physicians iu charge of the sev­ 
eral wards 
po NOT INVESTIGATE COMPLAINTS 
of and injuries received by patients with suffi­ 
cient care. 
In some instances we find that pa­ 
tient* who are sic k and confined to their beds 
have not received proper c a r e from the attend­ 
ants or sufficient medical treatm ent Dom the 
physicians in charge of the wards. The evi­ 
dence shows th at whero cases of cruel treatm ent 


arc brought to the superintendent’s notice ha 
takes action in the m atter and ims discharged 
many attendants because he either knew- or had 
reasons to believe that they were cruel to pa­ 
tients, and in no case the u-e of force has been 
sanctioned by him. In our opinion the number 
of attendants is insufficient to give the patients 
the proper attention and care which they re­ 
quire. We also think th at many of the attend­ 
ants are incompe'ent and lacking in judgment 
in caring for and managing the patients. We 
are also of the opinion that the small wages 
paid partly accounts for the Inrge number of in­ 
competent attendants. In this connection it 
appears that Supervisor John Howe, who has 
I i i i mediate charge of the attendants in the male 
wards, has very little 
knowledge of 
their 
actions, 
and 
is 
censurable 
for 
neglect 
of 
duty. 
We 
condemn 
the 
practice 
of 
many attendants in compelling patients to per­ 
form the most menial service* in cleaning w ards 
mid bed rooms and in caring b r other patients. 
We have investigated the cause of the death 1 f 
Mr. Kneitle, a patient, and it i* our opinion that 
his death was hastened by cruel treatm ent, in­ 
flicted either bv attendants or patients, and we 
are unable to decide which. We have investi­ 
gated a large number of cases that have been 
brought to our notice au l have examined wit­ 
nesses who knew or pretended to know of the 
m atters 
under consideration. We have en­ 
deavored to secure the attendance of all persons 
who were supposed to know the cases under ex­ 
amination and in many instant* s persona who 
were reported as knowing much and as having 
told blood-curdling stories concerning the cruel 
treatm ent oj iiatients had no such stories to tell 
when put upon their oath*. (Then follows I he 
names of fifty witnesses who were examined bv 
the grand jury.] It lias been the earnest en­ 
deavor of the grand jurv to conduct this in­ 
vestigation impartially and in accordance with 
the charge of the court.

Undressing Was Sot Bathing. 


In 1863 President Lincoln sent a 
force under Gen. Henry H. Sibley to 
punish the Indians for their barbari­ 
ties in Minnesota and Dakota, and 
drive them back to the Rocky m ount­ 
ain plains. Among the many inci­ 
dents of the Sibley expedition against 
the Sioux which are still afloat in 
Dakota, is the following’. On the re­ 
turn the camps were usually made 
on the banks of a lake or river, and 
frequently 
when the men learned 
where the camp would be some of 
them would rush forward and have 
a bath; this roiled up the water and 
made it unfit for camp purposes. 
This action so incensed Gen. Sibley 
that he issued an order prelimiting 
bathing until the officer of the day 
should announce th at the water had 
been secured for camp purposes and 
the stock had been watered. 
One night the camp had been made 
on the banks of a sm all lake. Capt. 
Horace Austin was the officer of the 
day, and he sent a detail to the lake 
in charge ot Sergt. S. J*. Childs, now 
of M ankato, to see that the general’s 
order was obeyed. Childs saw a man 
come down to the lake shore, look at 
the water, step back behind a bush 
and commence undressing. 
Soon he 
was disrobed and walked to the edge 
of the water and dipjied his foot in it 
as if to see how cold it w as, when 
Childs yelled “H alt!” 
“ What is the 
m atter?” asked the would tie bather. 
The sergeant replied the general s or­ 
ders were th at no bathing should be 
allowed until the officer of the day 
had announced sufficient water had 
been secured. 
The 
man remon­ 
strated, and 
finally said th at if 
Childs knew the order he ought to 
have informed him before he un­ 
dressed. 
“ Yes,” said Childs, “I knew 
it, but the order does not prohibit 
disrobing. ” The man who wanted to 
bathe was Gen. Sibley himself, and 
Childs knew' it, but he didn’t bathe 
then.—Fargo (Dak.) Argus.

They learned he had 
alsiut $100 in money in his pocket 
and they took him out an Red moun­ 
tain. where they robbed and mur­ 
dered him. Meadows had a cocoanut 
in his hand when murdered. 
One of 
the negroes picked it up and was go- 
imr to eat it, so Flzev testified,but the 
others told him if lie ate the fruit the 
shoat of the dead man would haunt 
him. This frightened him and he left 
the cocoanut laying by the body. 
It 
was six weeks before the body was 
found and then it w as little more than 
a skeleton and could not be identi­ 
fied. 
The shell of the cocoanut was 
still lying by the body. A fruit deal­ 
er hearing of this remembered sidling 
a cocoanut to a drunken white man 
who went away from his place in 
company with five negroes. This was 
the first and one of the most import­ 
ant links in the chain of evidence 
which led to the identification of the 
body and the arrest of the nim derers.

courses, 
allowing 
pounds as the weight of each cubic 
foot. 
It also appears from accurate 
calculations and measurements that 
walls laid up in the sam e quality of 
brick and m ortar, 
with one-third 
quantity of Portland cement added 
to the same, are capable of resisting 
some 2.500 pounds per square inch 
or 360,000 pounds per square loot; 
this would requite a height of wall 
2,700 feet 
to crush the
